dily fo, when fuch a Body of Men az the Compan 

of Stationers will actually witnets he is deady that’s 
He, Him, Hiz, meaning John Partridge, bis Alma: 
nack, which.they have printed for many, years toge- 
ther, but do’not this Year, now underitanding the fatt 
that bore Ins Name, cou’d be ho cther but a Cheat, 
and an Impofition on the People, after the certainty 
of my Predictions, which are not Jike other Mens, 
govern’d by the Stars, but reach to Compulfion and 
fatal Neceflity. Another Reafon I have to offer, is,
